The first allowed voters by petition to place a 
proposal on the baUot. thus circumventing 
reluctant or hesitant state Legislature

a[^ved or rejected tbelaws by direct vote. 




The Idaho Legislature adopted the Initiative and 
referendum in 1933. the initiative was used Just 
months ago, in the drive to secure passage ot a 
propearty tax rdief measure. The referendum last 
saw light In 1966, when voters approved a recently 
enacted sales tax. 

Vfestem states were also the first to seriously 
expand the fhtnchlse. Under national law women 
recelvcdtherighttovoteln 1919. 

Wyoming granted the same right In 1869. 
Colorado fdlowed sultbi 1893. Idaho was third on < 
thellstinl896. . 

Charges that pdlUcal machines buy and sell 
local dectlons are foifnd In every state, western or 
not. But It was In the west that one serious attempt 
was made to iHreak the bosses' grip^ In ^913, 
Califinmla adopted theTTrst nonpartisan primary.
